But not to. infiſt upon that wide and ex- 
renſive part of God's Power, which muſt be 
acknowledged in the Government of the 


World, let us conſider it only as it can go- 


vern-the Hearts: and Minds of Men, that fo 
thoſe Men that will run blindly in an Error, 
and will ſhut up ther Eyes againſt the plain- 
eſt Convictions, may, if they pleaſe to abate 
a little: of the Heat of their Tempers, and to 
mitigate their Paſſions, return once to- a bet- 
cer mind, and forſfake that *Fewiſh Stomach- 
fulneſs, which is directly oppolite co the. 
gentle and mild Genius of the Goſpel, ' 


Thar 
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That God therefore has a Sovereign-Power | 
oyer theHearts and Paſſions of'Men,as well as 
any other part of his Creation, 1s as cer- 
tainly true,: as that he himſelf was the firſt 
framer of them. He that can ſet bounds to 
the Sea, ſaying hitherto ſhalt thou goe, and no 
further, can oils quiet arid ſubdue the moſt 
ſwelling Thoughts and diſorderly Aﬀecti- 
ons of weak Man; he can let them looſe, 
like the Winds,when he pleaſes, and for Rea- 
ſons beſt known to his Wiſdom, to bluſter +8 
and.” make diſturbances in the World - a 
while, and when - they have finiſh'd the 
work that he defign'd, he can call them 
back again, compolſe- and -quice them in an f 
 1nſtant..
